Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem to be solved by the present invention is 
understood to be that of avoiding the shifting and 
warping of the doctor blade chamber in the release 
position of the second bearing block. 

The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application, involves an inventive step (PCT
